It Profitable. 


Poultry men near large cities can 


usually make it profitable to 
raise 


early chicks IOT broilers, as there is 
always a large and increasing demand 
for this class of poultry. 
About the 


only secret of success in raising broil- 
ers is to feed them properly so as to 
get them to the necessary size and 
weight in the shortest space of time. 
and the same principle of feeding ap- 
plies whether the chicks are raised by 
incubators or the hen. 
A practical 


i raiser of broilers furnishes the follow- 


ing points, which are thoroughly re- 
liable, as he raises nearly 10,000 broil- 
ers every year. 


The larger breeds are used and a pref- 


erence given to Wyandotts, and Ply- 
mouth Rocks. The larger breeds can 
be raised ready for market two or three 
weets younger than the Leghorn and 
other small breeds. For the first week 
after hatching, beginning the second 
day, no food at all being given the first. 
day, the young chicks are fed broken 
crackers softened in 
water, 
cooked 


mush and birdseed. 
After they are 


ten days or two weeks old they are 
fed at daylight hard grain like whole 
wheat, followed about 9 o'clock with a 
soft feed of equal parts of corn meal 
and middlings. Cracked corn, cracked 
oats, or cracked wheat is fed at noon 
aha at night. The houses are kept ar- 
tificially warm, and the grain is always 
fed in sand or litter, so that the chicks 
are obliged to work to get it. By this 
method they are kept healthy and grow 
rapidly.

, An Egg-Producing Crosrn. 


While it is generally admitted that 


the barred Plymouth Rock is about as 
good a. general purpose fowl as can be 
havl, and especially so when raised for 
the carcass for the market, it is but 
fair to say that in the matter of egg 
production and as foragers a cross 
wilh'the famous Leghorn would give 
better results. At Edgewood, New 
Jeisey, a cross of Golden Wyandott on 
Brown Leghorns brought out a breed 
that lias been most satisfactory. The 
pullets are strongly marked with the 
mam-- characteristics of the male Wy- 
andotte, and have retained all of the 
eggjproducing powers of the Leghorn 
and none of their flightiness or small- 
ness of frame. The cross seems to be 
a good one and will be kept for several 
seasons of trial, when the reverse cross 
will probably be made—using a Brown 
Leghorn cockerel with the cross pullot 
—to 
more strongly, 
if 
possible, 


strengthen the egg-producing powers 
of coming generations. 


Common Sense Farming;. 


While there is no question about spe- 


cialty farming and intensity farming 
being most profitable, there is always 
danger of narrowing the specialties 
down so close that the failure of a crop 
means using up all available cash if 
not running into debt. 
In any and 


all branches of farming the first prin- 
ciple is to produce on the farm, as far 
as possible, all the food needed by fam- 
ily and stock. 
This done, only the 


money crops are to be considered, and 
if two or three are properly studied 
they can be managed as well as a sin- 
gle specialty crop. 
Then, too, tf stock 


is kept, the common-sense farmer will 
try and grow such crops as will be 
readily marketable, yet have some por- 
tion for stock food 
and leave 
the 


ground to be utilized either for a sec- 
ond market crop or a cattle food crop. 
Thus, early peas will give a crop of 
vines for stock feeding and the ground 
can be put in turnips and afterwards 
seeded, to winter rye, which will fur- 
nish an early spring green crop to the 
stock. 
As fast as the rye is cut the 


land may be sown to peas and oats for 
late green food if the pasture is likely 
to be scant, or to fodder corn or barley 
for fall feeding. 
The soil at all times 


kept to the highest point of fertility, 
the stock fed a variety of food grown 
on the place, the family fully supplied 
with fruits and vegetables in season 
and the money crop that which is best 
understood and best marketed, is com- 
mon sense and profitable farming. 


A -'Kept Slmt" Gate. 


A great deal of loss occurs each year 


from accidents that come 
from the

I 
believe, the opinion of all breeders of 
wide experience that no rule of abso- 
lute, or even approximate certainty can 
be laid down, so much seeming to de- 
pend upon tho comparative vicor and 
stlength of constitution of the parent 
of either sex.

ed that there have been more instances 
than one of own brothers being used 
in the stud, in \\hich one has invaria- 
bly sot stuck resembling himself in all 
particulars, e\en in the 
non-essential 


matter of color; while tlie other, for 
some unknown reason, has 
begotten 


descendants so unlike as to be rarely 
recognizable as his offspring. My own 
experience, so far as it goes, is to The 
effect that the produce is more apt to 
resemble the sire more nearly in tem- 
per, spirit, and perhaps 
in outward 


configuiati<in: tho dam in size, stamina 
and constitution. 
s 


For this reason I should be less reluc- 


tant to breed from an unsound 
sire 


than from an unsound dam, on the ex- 
pectation that any hereditary infirmity 
would be more likely to be transmitted 
by the latter than by the former. On 
tho vexed question of "roaring1' being 
hereditary, I am strongly of such opin- 
ion, 
for whereas I have 
frequently 


seen this infirmity inherited from the 
diim, 1 am awaie of no case in which 
it has been derived from

Direction of ROTTM of Plant*. 


In what direction should rows of cul- 


tivated plants be set out? 
"This is a 


question that may eeem silly, but that 
is, nevertheless, not without interest, 
if we are to believe Dr. Wollny, of Mu- 
nich. 
This writer has made observa- 


tions on various plants and has proved 
that the north-south direction has an 
undoubted superiority over the one 
perpendicular to it. 
We must, there- 


fore, plant our corn and potatoes along 
meridian lines. 
The advantages of 


this may be explained thus: 
Plants 


aligned north and south receive the 
light during the whole day and do not 
shade each other; whence the lighting 
Is more intense, 
more regular, and 


more uniform. 
It is the same with 


heat and humidity, and Dr. Wollny has 
proved, in particular for the trenches in 
which potatoes are planted, that in case 
of an east-west orientation the sides 
exposed to the north are much colder 
and moister than those on the south. 
More uniform and regular distribution 
of light, heat and moisture—such, then, 
is the result of orientation in north and 
south lines." 


Ventilating; Da.rn». 


If the reader ever Tiad an idea that 


the ventilation of barns was of little 
consequence, the suffering of animals 
kept in close buildings must have con- 
vinced him to the contrary. This illus- 
tration shows a plan for ventilating 
barns, which is wonderfully simple and 
effective and quite as useful in winter 
as in summer. The cut shows how the 
window is hinged at the top and held at 
cny angle desiredf by putting a pin

through holes made in the side pieces, 
the sash, of course, coming down be- 
tween the side pieces. In the summer 
the glass may be whitewashed, which 
Trill subdue the strong light. 
This 


method of ventilation permits control 
of the amount of air according to the 
weather, and prevents it from blowing 
directly on the animal, which would 
be objectionable in cold weather. 


Tea«lnpr the Animal*. 


Teasing cf young animals on 
the 


farm should never be tolerated. It may 
be very funny to see the young things 
make use of their tender horns, and 
stamping of feet, etc., but as they grow 
older often become vicious, and then 
some day in a fit of bad temper they 
are liable to injure some member of 
the family, or strangers which may 
happen to be passing by are very likely 
to be attacked by vicious animals. 
Give all animals on the farm kind and 
firm treatment. 
Animals thould be 


made to both respect and lovs their at- 
tendants, but this cannot be accom- 
plished if they are allowed to be teased. 


Injurious to 


Powderod soaps, now so largely used 


by hotels and laundries, are injurious 
to pigs if fed to them in swill. 
The 


Cornell station found that in many 
oases death resulted from poisoning by 
the excess of free alkali in swill. Small 
amounts of powdered soap produce no 
Immediate bad results, but it is not safe 
to feed the animaln.

"The truth, is, friends, as any disia i 


terested scientific man will tell you 
that a ton of stable manure, with tec 
pounds of nitrogr-n. twelve pounds o'j 
potash and six pounds of phosphorii, 
acid in it, is worth more to you in thi 
end for farm crops, as a rnle, although ' 
perhaps, not so immediately available j 
than the same number of pounds 01 
these ingredients in any fertilizer oxj 
earth." writes T. B. Terry in the Prac- 
tical Farmer. 
"This is because thi 


manure furnishes vegetable matter U 
decay in the soil and has a beneficia, 
bacterial effect, neither of which yot 
get from «>mmercial fertilisers. Now 
here is the substance of the whole mat- 
ter, and every honorable agricultural 
paper or institute worker, or fertilize! 
man, will agree with it heartily. Wt 
want you to save all your manure anc 
not let part of it go to waste and thei 
buy back the same ingredients yot 
lost. We want you to grow clover 
cow-peas, etc, and get nitrogen practi- 
cally free, instead of buying it Wt 
want you to buy feed and get fertility 
for your land. Lastly, if you haven't 
enough, as you find by actual experi- 
ment, then purchase what you need. 


"When yon buy fertilizer again, let 


it be after you have learned how to 
figure them. If figures on the bag say 
2 to 3 per cent, of nitrogen it means 2 
per cent. only. ' That Is all the law re- 
quires. 
The '3' is put on to deceive 


you, so an agent can call it 2% per cent 
on the average. 
Two per cent, means 


of course 2 pounds in 100 or 40 in a 
ton. Figure this at 14 cents. 
Then 


figure the phosphoric acid that is avail- 
able, soluble and reverted, at 5% cents. 
Next the potash, at 5 cents; then add 
20 per cent, for mixing, and you will 
have a fair idea of what the fertilizer ia 
worth, or, rather, what you should pay 
for it. Do not let any interested party 
fool you into thinking that a ton of 
whea* straw will not be worth more to 
you in the end, properly used on your 
farm, that $2 worth of any fertilizers 
you can buy. Where quick action is 
wanted, of course you can get a fertil- 
izer that will do better than the straw, 
but in the long run you will lose by 
selling straw at J2 and buying fertil- 
izers with the money. I would not sell 
it at $4 a ton. The vegetable matter 
that the straw adds to the soil is too 
valuable." 


Orchard and Garden. 


Potash, fertilizers are the best for 


stone fruits. 


Scab is the common black scurfy 


spots on fruit. 


The peach wiil thrive best if grafted 


on plum stocks. 
(- 


Land unfit for cultivation may be 


planted to trees to a good advantage. 


Trash in the orchard often offers a 


biding place for insect pests. 


It requires a healthy tree to produce 


good, sound fruit. 


Dry earth is the best material in 


which to pack sweet potatoes for long 
keeping. 


Sheep in the orchard do well. 
They 


eat the wormj apples without choos- 
ing. 


Be ready to protect the trees from 


rabbits, as soon as there has been a 
hard, killing frost. 


The nursery price of a fruit tree is 


but a small part of its actual cost by 
the time it reaches the bearing age. 
Hence it is not good economy to buy 
cheap trees. 


Short forked trees, and those with 


the main branches all diverging from 
one place are not fit to plant. 
They 


are certain to split sooner or later. 


Old orchards may be renovated by 


plowing shallow, and thoroughly ma- 
nuring, pruning and whitewashing the 
trees so as to get the soil and trees iu 
good condition. 


Blighted leaves or branches on fruit 


trees should be cut off at once and 
burned, otherwise the disease soon 
spreads from branch to branch, killing 
as it goes. 


In nearly all cases healthy vigorous 


trees are more free from insect depre- 
dations and disease than weak plants 


The quince is one of the best ship- 


ping fruits that can be grown. 
It oc- 


cupies little room, for it makes a 
scrubby growth. 
It can be propagated 


by cuttings. 


-Weeds. 


Weeds get the mastery at the start 


because they are always adapted to the 
soil in which they grow. 
In making 


rapid growth a weed sends its roots out 
in every direction, seizing all the sup 
plies in the soil and starving other 
plants.

Land cannot grow two crops at the 
same time, and as long as the weed 
have a place they take as much plant 
food from the soil as is removed by 
crops.

RANGE OF THE HONEY BEE

The range of the honey bee is but lit 


tie understood by the masses, man- 
supposing that bees go for miles i: 
quest of net tar while others think the 
go only a short distance It may b 
curious to many to understand how an; 
one can tcl! hovr far the bees may fly 
but this is simple when understood 
Years ago, when the Italian bees wen 
first introduced in the United State* 
these bees, having marks different b 
the common bees already here, the: 
were very easily distinguished, aoi 
after any bee keeper had obtained th« 
Italian bees they could be observed am 
their range easily noticed. If bloom i 
plentiful close where beea are locatec 
they will not go very far, perhaps j 
mile in range, but if bloom is scare- 
they may go five miles. Usually abou 
three miles is as far as they may gi 
profitably. 


Bees have been known to go as far a. 


eight miles in a straight line, crossinj 
a body of water that distance to land 
It is wonderful how the little honej 
bee can go so far from it* home anc 
ever find its way back to its own par 
ticular hive. If, while the little bee ii 
out of its home or hive, the hive shoulc 
be moved some ten to twenty feet, ac- 
cording to the surroundings, when it 
came back to where its home was firsl 
located it would be hopelessly lost. U 
its home was in an open space with nc 
other objects close, it might find its wa> 
home, but even should the hive b« 
moved only a few feet, many of tht 
bees would be lost. 


So to move a hive, if done in the win- 


ter time, it would be all right, but if in 
the summer time it should be done af- 
ter dark, or when the bees are not fly- 
ing, and even then the bees should be 
stirred up some, and smoke blown in at 
the hive entrance, and a board or some 
object placed in front of the hive, so that 
the bees in coming out may mark theii 
new location. 
Bees, no doubt, are 


guided by sight, and also by sense ot 
smell. They are attracted by the color 
of bloom, as if they-are at work on 
a certain kind of bloom they are not 
likely to leave that particular kind ol 
bloom for any other as long as they 
can find that kind. Again, bees are 
often attracted to sweets by their sense 
of smell, for they will go after sweets 
even if in the dark, if close. However, 
any kind of sweets may be placed in 
glass in plain sight, but if covered, so 
as not to emit any smell, the bees will 
take no notice of it. 


Manure PnlverUer. 


In this age of improved farm machin- 


ery the old-fashioned home-made tool 
is not much used, but it frequently hap- 
pens that a machine cannot be used to 
advantage on all parts of the ground.

pulverizing manure on plowed ground 
or in places where the machine cannot 
be used to advantage.

It 
consists simply of inclined planks so 
placed that the inclined edges break 
up the manure. It is only necessary 
that the planka" be heavy to do the 
work well, much better than can be 
done with the inclined teeth of a har- 
row, which is frequently used when a 
machine is not available,

Some absorbing material should al- 


ways be used over the bees in winter. 


Bees cannot be fed sirups of any kind 


after cold weather sets in. 


Generally a natural swarm is ready 


for business as soon as it is hived. 


In making comb-honey the main de- 


pendence is on the first swarms. 


A good and convenient lighting place 


should be provided for every Bwarm. 


Raising section honey in perfect 


shape is very costly as compared to 
extracting. 


Roofs of hives of whatever 
kind 


should be painted every fall. 


Every colony of bees whk-h does not 


contain a fertile queen is in danger of 
being robbed.

struck the town of Herman, m Wash- 
ington County, and wiped the place ! 
out of existence. Herman is a place 
of about 3»u inhabitants, iu the ex- 
treme northern part of Washington 
Uouuty, and Is on the line of the Chi- 
cago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha 
Itailrcay. The storm was general all 
over the eastern part of Nebraska, and 
at Oinaha a cloudburst did great dam- 
age. A conductor on the train from 
Sioux City passed through Ilernian 
not lonjj after th<» storm and he says 
not a building: is left standing in town. 


He counted twcleve dead bodies ly- 


ing in th estreets. The fatalities will 
undoubtedly run up to a hundred if 
not higher. 


A special train has left Blair, the 


County seat, ten miles distant, for the 
•cent- of the disaster carrying surgeons 
and supplies. 


New Richmond Wis., June 14.— The 


district wrecked by the cyclone Mon- 
day night has been gone over and the 
ruins searched thoroughly. From the 
latest summing up of L'gures it. is 
known positively that 310 people were 
killed and there are about fifty that 
are not accounted for, but may not 
have been killed. 


AB unusually large crowd of strang- 


ers was in town. They sought shelter 
wherever they could find it. More 
than fifty bodies were buried AA heu the 
buildings took fire. 


A number of these unfortunates were 


only injured, but being pinned under 
the wreckage, they were slowly roast- 
til to death. 


Twenty-six bodies were found in one 


cellar. 


A traveling man just arrived was 


talking to a merchant at New Rich- 
mond when the storm burst. The mer- 
chant was carried away and killed and 
the traveling man was thrown through 
a 
window, recehiug only a few 


scratches. 
Other passengers say the traox of 


the storm was half a mile wide and 
that the greatest loss of life was 
where the people went into the cel- 
lars. 


Instead of being swept away from 


their foundations the frame buildings 
were lifted and then crushed down in- 
to the cellars, killing the refugees '".ike 
rats. 


The property loss will reach fully 


$2,000,000. 


Milwaukee, .Tune 14.— The following 


telegram was received from Congress- 
man John J. Jenkins, from New Klch- 
moiid. Wis., addressed to the Governor 
and Chamber of Commerce: 


"The 
city wiped out by storm. 


Every business building and contents 
and over half the dwellings and con- 
tents total loss. Many hundred dwell- 
ings partly ruined. Over one hundred 
wounded. * Forty dead bodies; many 
missing and ruins burned. Local peo- 
ple making heroic efforts and giving 
freely of what little they have left. 
With few exceptions no food or cloth- 
ing. Not an article of goods, wares or 
ciorchnndise left. 


'•Must have immediate relief: will re- 


quire aid for some time, .s'ot a cothn 
or article to bury the dearj. Traetical 
destitution prevails. Will you notify 
the public and ask them that aid be 
forwarded as soon :is possible." 


In response to this telegram which 


reached the tender spot in the heart 
of every citizen in Milwaukee, the rich 
nnd poor alike, President Cottrell, of 
the Chamber of Commerce immediate- 
ly called a general faceting of all 
cliisses to provide a means of relief for 
those who lost all of th',;ir earthly pos- 
sessions iu the frightful storm. The 
meeting was largely attended, prin- 
cipally by representative Business men 
and about $31,000 in cash was paid in 
to the relief fund which was imme- 
diately forwarded 
to Congressman 


Jenkins, at New Richmond for distri- 
bution. Ten thousand dollars of this 
fund was donated by the Pabst Brew- 
lug Company. Fully four car loads of 
provisions of various kinds were also 
subscribed and The Wisconsin Central 
Railroad Company for its contribution 
took the goods to the stricken city by 


train.

lirst pioposed and an order has lw»en 
issued increasing the number of men 
iu each infantry company iu the Phil- 
ippines. Additional regular troops are 
to be despatched to Manila as soon as 
transports arrive at San Francisco. 


The order issued provides that each 


infantrj company and cavalry troop 
shall have 128 meu. Each 
infautry 


company now has 112 men and each 
troop of cavalry 100 men. By this 
means and with the increase of the 
army by 3,100 men. secured through a 
recent decision of the Comptroller of 
the Treasury, it is intended, to give 
Gen. Otis the 80,000 regular troops he 
wants. This number does not include 
signal corps, engineer and 
hospital 


corps detachments. Under the de- 
cision of the Comptroller, the enlisted 
strength of the- regular army had been 
increased Ironi (ij.OOO to 08,100. The 
Comptroller held that the hospital 
corps of the army, consisting of 2,600 
men, aud 500 men allowed for a re- 
cruiting reserve, were not included in 
the 05,000 men authorized by the re- 
organization law. 


As >oou as the regiments have been 


recruited to their full strength of l,5St> 
meu, or 128 for each company the War 
Department will set about executing 
plans for sending 5.000 additional men 
to Gen. Otis, thus increasing his fight- 
ing force to 35,01)0. These plans have 
been considered and have beeu prac- 
tically outlined, but the details are not 
obtainable.

They found the town fall of 
white flags, but there were no soldiers j,toro. 
there. The women and children, who 
had fled to the woods daring the bom- 
bardment, were camping in the ruins of 
their homes. 
The shells had almost 


knocked the town to pieces. The big 
church was wrecked and many build- 
ings were in ruins. Even the trees 
were torn and splintered as by a cy- 
clone. Several hundred women and 
children came through the American 
lines for protection and the road to Ba- 
coor was covered all day long with pro- 
cessions of them on foot and in carts, 
driving animals and carrying goods on 
their heads. 
The appearance of the 


battlefield testifies to the fierceness of 
yesterday's fighting. The trees along 
the river bank are almost cut down by 
ballets. The American officers estimate 
the loss of the insurgents at 100 killed 
and 300 wounded during the engage 
ment. The next battle will be fought 
at Imus. 
The American troops will 


soon control the coast to Cavite.
